Chisholm Admits Slaying of

President Taylor stated that one of 
the strong policies of the association 
would be the pursuit and conviction 
of men and corporations who are en- 
gaged in unloading worthless securi- 
ties on the public. 

Howard H. Gross, agricultural and 
good-roads expert, from Chicago, 
made the sensational statement that 
the fertility of the soil of the country 
will be exhausted within fifty years 
if farmers cannot be brought to see 
the necessity of putting back into the 
soil as much as they take out. Mr. 
Gross said the government experts 
are becoming disheartened at the in- 
difference to the teaching of science 
regarding agriculture. 

Nine hundred delegates from all 
parts of the United States and Can- 
ada and 1000 visitors gathered in the 
auditorium this afternoon to hear 
welcoming addresses and responses. 
The liveliest enthusiasm was invoked 
when President Taylor declared that 
within the last year the association 
had experienced an increase of 115 
per cent. in membership.

STEAMER HARVARD DISABLES 


TINY CRAFT WITH BUMP. 


Five Passengers in Launch Flyer 
See that a Calamity Impends and 
Escape Injury—Spiritualists Will 
Have to Pay Fees to Make the 
Ghosts Walk. | 


LONG BEACH, July 18.—Crew and 
passengers of the launch Flyer, 
owned by Judge A. CC. Lawson of 
Long Beach, had a close call yester- 
day in San Pedro Harbor, as a result 
of which the Flyer has gone on the 
ways for extensive repairs, the bill 
for which will be paid by the Pacific 
Navigation Company. 

The launch was at the Salt Lake 
dock taking oil and was about twen- 
ty-five feet away from the big steam- 
er Harvard. In.pulling out the Har- 
vard backed up some distance. In 
starting up again the stern swung to- 
ward shore and cracked against the

REFUSE TO LOWER VALUATIONS. 


Riverside Supervisors Reject the 

Plea that Cement Plant Reduces 

Materially the Worth of Property. 

RIVERSIDB, July 18.—The Board 
of County Supervisors, sitting as a 
board of equalization, this morning 
denied the applications of eight West 
Riverside property owners to have 
their assessments lowered, and grant- 
ed two other applications from other 
parts of the city. In the case of the 
West Riverside applicants the con- 
tention was made by them that their 
property was not worth as much as 
the assessments made them appear to 
be worth because of the alleged dam- 
age they suffer because of the cement 
works located near. 

The board took the stand tha: the 


conditions affecting the eight who ap- 


plied to have their taxation reduced 
are the same as affect all of the prop- 
erty holders of that section, and to 
lower these and allow the others to 
stand as they are, although they have 
not asked that they be reduced, would 
be unwise discrimination. Ancther 
feature. in connection with the appli- 
cations was that they were not prop- 
erly made out. 

| FRANCHISES SOLD. 

The Board of Supervisors in ses- 
sion this afternoon sold two fran- 
chises, this being the time advertised 
to open the bids for these. One of 
these was granted to the Southern 
California Gas Company, giving that 
organization the right to construct, 


lay and maintain pipes along and un- |} 


der the public streets and highways 
of the county for transporting gas. 
This sold at $100. The company was 
represented by Manager C. M. Crow 
and by Attorney Hugh H. Craig. Im- 
mediately after the sale of the fran- 
chise an ordinance granting the rame 
was submitted by Attorney Craig and 
this was read and adopted by the 
beard. The other franchise disposed 
of by the board Was one granting the 
Privilege to erect and maintain poles 
along the streets and highways of the 
county, outside of Incorporated cities 
and towns, for the purpose of trans- 
porting electric power to be used in 
driving machinery or in furnishing 
light. This was granted to Fred B. 
Mechling, a member of the corpora- 
tion to be established within a few 
days fo rthe purpose of developing 
and furnishing light and power to 
pomoine plants in Riverside and San 

ernardino counties and also to light 
towns. Fred A. Worthiey, the super- 
intendent of the Riverside city light 
depertment, made the application for 
this franchise, which sold at $150. 
An ordinance in connection with 
granting the franchise was read and 


adopted. 
DAMAGE SUIT. | 

Suit was filed in the Superior Court 
today in which damages for persona! 
injury were asked from the Phillips 
Contracting Company of Corona. a 
frm engaged in stonework, a part of 
which is the operation of quarries. 
The plaintiff in the case is Luciano 
Avila, an employee of the defcnd- 
ant company, who charges as a just 
cause to obtain such damages that, 
on December 31, 1919, he was crip- 
pled for life and wounded seriously 
about. the face and body by the ex- 
plosion of seven potfinds of giant pow - 
der, the accident being caused, it is 
alleged, through the negligence of 
Superintendent Starr of the contract- 
ing company. The complaint recites 
that on the date mentioned Avila was 
ordered to place the explosive in a 
hole from which a charge of giant 
powder had just been fired; that, 
while he was placing the explosive 
where directed, the heat of the hole 
in the rocks was such as to cause 
the premature explosion of the charge 
being placed by the plaintiff, and that, 
as a result, his right eve was almost 


lentirely ruined, his right hand was 


crippled permanently and that he suf- 
fered great physical and mental an- 
guish as a result of his injuries. He 
was compelled to pay the sum of $50 
for medical attention in having ex- 
tracted from his face the small pieces 
of rock, hence the amount of dam- 
ages and costs of $10,500 is asked.

MAN SHOT FOUR TIMES. 


Oxnard Mexican Dies of His Wounds

OXNARD, July 18.—8. Saragoso 
died at the County Hospital this af- 
ternoon as a result of a shooting 
serape which took place in this city 
near the High School at 1 o'clock this 
morning. Manvel Rameriz is in the 
County Jail and will be charged with 
murder. 
 Sarageso was shot four times. A

“To do away with this injustice to 
our neighbors and for the benefit of 
our city, some modern, sanitary, and, 
if possible, tncome-producing method 
of disposing of our garbage must be 
found. I have gathered considerable 
data on garbage disposition, and Mr. 
Humphreys of the Board of Public 
Works has been gathering data and 
studying the problem for several years 
and all this data Is at the disposal of 
your honorable body. 

“I would recommend and urge that 
your honorable body take this matter 
up at once and make provision either 
in the budget or the general expense 
fund for the construction of such a 
plant as thorough study of the subject 
may determine to be the best. It 
might be well, also, to have some rep- 
resentative of the city visit the plants 
of some of our large eastern cities be- 
fore—our plan is definitely decided 
upon.” 


STREET SURPLUS. 

HUMPHREYS REPORTS ONE. 

_ That a surplus of $135,584 remained 
in the funds of the street department 
at the end of the last fiscal year is 
believed by W. M. Humphreys, head 
of the department, to be caused by 
the fact that the city is getting three- 
fourths of the gravel it is using to re- 
pair streets from downtown excava- 
tions without cost. He thinks this 
method of getting material is a boon 
to the city. In many instances. the 
contractors deliver it to the streets al- 
most free of charge. 

He also urges, in his annual re- 
port, the propriety of narrowing the 
roadways of improved streets, «¢spe- 
clally in residential districts. He says 
this policy has been adherad to by the 
Board of Public Works but has not 
always been sustained by the Council. 
It is either right or wrong, he de- 
clares, and the city should pursue a 
uniform policy. He favors narrow 
roadways because it means cheaper 
original cost to property owners, en- 
couraging a better class of construc- 
tion, permits greater parking and 
beautification and lessens the cost to 
the general government in mainte- 
nance, sprinkling and sweeping. 

e also advocates asphalt, three 
inches wearing surface and five inches. 
of concrete base, at a cost of 19 cents 
a foot in preference to oil macadam, 
four and one-half inches deep at 13 
cents. 

A, need of improvement in railroad 
rights of way is pressing. he says, and 
will be a good undertaking for the 
new Inspector of Public Works, whose 
position was made sure by the Coun- 
cil yesterday when it created the po- 
sition and fixed a $3600 salary. 

Openings in improved streets he 
finds in heed of better regulation and 
he would shorten the period for 
which permits are granted and extend 
the responsibility for repairs to a long- 
er period than one year, as at pres- 
ent, probably to the life of the pave- 
ment.

EROIC FIGHT . 
AS LIFE WANES. 


TREATMENT AVAILS NOTHING 
FOR LINEMAN. 


Fellow Worker Lowers Electrcuted 
Man to. Ground and Struggle Is 
Not Relinquished for Nearly Two 
Hours—A High Tension Wire 
Touches Wrist and Life Goes Out. 


Though he was wearing rubber 


‘gloves, Joseph. Burka, 36 years old, a 


lineman employed by the Los Angeles 
Gas and Electric Corporation, was 
electrocuted by a high-tension wire on 
East Eighth street between Main and 
Los Angeles streets, about 2:45 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. Nick Denn, «a 
lineman who was working with him, 
made a heroic effort to save his life 
by lifting him from the wires and 
'manipulating his chest and arms on 


‘the top of the pole many feet above 


the street. Burka died about 4:30. 
Frank Roberts, a detective, was on 
the opposite side of the street when 
the accident happened and having 
been a lineman for many years, knew 
what to do. Under his direction ropes 
were thrown over the arms of the pole 
and Burka and Denn were slowly low- 


his efforts to arouse Burka while they 
were being lowered. | 

Onee upon the ground, wires were 
wound about Burka’s body and con- 
nected with the earth 
thrown on the body to aid the elec- 
tricity in leaving the body. Taking 
turns, Roberts and Denn and a wom- 
an who gave her name as Miss Levy 
worked over Burka until physicians 
of the Los Angeles Gas and Electric 
Corporation arrived. About 4:30 
o'clock the physicians pronounced 
Burka dead. 

The story of the accident related 
by Denn is as follows: 

“Burka and I were working on the 
high tension wires and were prepared 
for accidents. We had our safety 
belts fastened to the pole to prevent 
falling. 

“Though he wore rubber gloves, he 
accidentally touched the wire with his 
bare wrist, and the high tension cur- 
rent went through his body and into 
the pole, then to the ground. 

“I knocked him away from the wire 
and quickly began to work his arms 
up and down to pump breath into 
him. I could see the color come to 
his face and go away again and I 
knew Burka wouldn't work any 
more.””

ation is complex. History, tradition, internal 
strife, and covetous European powers com- 
bine to render the condition critical. The 
great Atlas chain of mountains, with its val- 
ley slopes spreading out into fertile plains, 
has been the home, from prehistoric times, 
of the sturdy race of Berbers. Hordes of 
Mohammedan Arabs povred into these in- 
viting lands in the eighth and ninth cen- 
turies. An intermingling of the two races 
produced the progressive and learned 
Moors. 3 

The Moors spread east and west and over- 
flowed into the Spanish peninsula, where 
they set up the first seats of learning in 
Europe. After a few centuries the combined 
hierarchies of the Roman Catholic powers 
drove them back, broken and dispirited, to 
their strongholds south of the Mediter- 
ranean, where they reverted into small, in- 
dependent, semfl-barbaric states. Here, 
under Mohammedan rule, they were loosely 
united under the rather high-sounding title 
of the Empire of Morocco, with little cohesion 
among the various dependencies composing 
it. Fez, where the universities are located, 
and Marakesh, sometimes called Morocco, 
at the foot of the mountains, are the two 
principal capitals today. 

With a territory nearly as large as France, 
a coast line of 250 miles along the Mediter- 
ranean and twice that length on the At- 
lantic, stretching to the French possessions 
of Algeria on the east and to the ill-defined 
borders of the Sahara Desert on the south, 
with rich but undeveloped agricultural and 
mineral resources, capable of supporting a 
population of 40,000,000 in affluence, this 
fine region of the globe is but sparsely occu- 
pied by seven or eight million people. 

On account of its proximity to the western 
powers of Europe and its inviting possibil- 
ities for commercial exploitation, longing 
eyes have been cast upon it by the rulers 
of those countries, and various pretexts 
have been resorted to for securing footholds 
upon its soil. 

Unfortunately Morocco possesses no good 
harbors and consequently no first-class sea- 
ports. After a scramble for the control of 
some of these indifferent ports a few years 
ago, the treaty of Algeciras was formed in 
1906, by which the governments of Morocco, 
France, Germany, Spain, Italy, and the 
United States, combined to regulate the 
commercial! affairs of the empire and define 
the rights of the various powers therein. 
The treaty was to hold for five years, and 
the time having now expired, each is hoping 
to obtain a new and larger leasehold of 
territory. 

By the treaty of 1906 the ports of Maga- 
dor, Safi, Mazaghan, and Rabat, were to be 
policed by the French; those of Tetuan and 
Larache by Spain, and those of Tangier and 
Casablanca by France and Spain jointly, 
thus giving a decided predominatice to 
France. This disposition of the spoils was 
far from pl g to Germany at the time 
and that country has had a grouch ever 
since. Recently it sent an’ armed steamer 
to the almost abandoned port of Agadir— 
the most southern on the Atlantic coast, 
and within striking distance of Marakesh. 
Sixty miles to the north is the prosperous 
city of Magador, now controlled by the 
French, and only ninety miles from the cap- 
ital. 

Naturally France does not like to have 
Germany take up a position in its neighbor- 
hood, develop a strong outpost from which 
it can make incursions inland, dominate the 
southern slope of the Atlas range with its 
mines, valleys and plains, and establish 
itself along the southern frontier of the 


| Moroccan Empire. She is, accordingly, utter- 


ing vehement protests against what she 
considers German aggression. What is 
more,. she seems to have the good will of 
the other powers. Great Britain has prac- 
tically said, “Hands off,” and before Ger- 
many makes a strategic move in that direc- 
tion the Kaiser will take into account the 
possible consequences of provoking the 
hostilities of the combined British and 
French fleets. 

Africa, with ite wealth of natural re 
sources, and peopled by weak barbaric 
races, has furnished rich pickings for the 
western European powers during the past 
century, and it is now pretty well parceled 
out among them. Germany seems to think 
she has not had her share and is now 
anxious to secure what she can of the rem- 
nants. The Agadir movement is in that 
direction. 

It would not be at all strange if, in the 
next few years, the proud Empire of 
Morocco should be sliced up and definite 
portions of its territory should be assigned 
to the various countries waiting for their 
share. In soil, climate, topography, varied 
resources, area and ocean frontage, Morocco 
is not unlike Valifernia, and could be made 
the prosperous homes of numerous and 
happy colonial populations.

Prosperity is often the progenitor of 
plans for denuding unwary and greedy peo- 
ple of their savings. The business condition 
of our country is, in some respects, not un- 
like that of England in the latter part of the 
seventeenth century. The riches of the na- 
tion had rapidly increased. There was no 
absolutely safe investment in which the

COCAINE VICTIM M SAYS HE 


HAS “DOPED” MANY PUGS. 


PECULIAR light was. thrown | 
A upon the prize fight game yes- 

terday by the statements of Jo- 
seph Leroy, a former trainer, who 
told Patrolman ‘Robinson, while on 
the way to the Police Court, that he 
usually gave his fighters a “sniff” of 
cocaine just before they entered the 
ring. 

Leroy, though only about 35 years 
old, Is broken down under the dead- 
ening influence of cécaine. He told 
the police officers how he had first 
taken cocaine in small doses as a 
stimulant and how the need of the 
drug grew upon him until itt was 
overpowering and became an absolute 
necessity. 

When taken before Police Judge 
Chesbro he pleaded guilty and was 
given a sentence of 100 days in jail 
with the alternative of a fine of $200. 
Inspector Boden told the courf he 
believed treatment could be given Le- 
roy and the court suspended sentence 

upon condition that Leroy be sent to 
an institution where the trial could 
be made. He will be taken to @ sana- 
torium immediately. 

“Some fighters were no good at all 
without cocaine,” Leroy said. “Stan- 
ley Ketchel was like that. I never 
could make him fight well until he 
had been given a little ‘dope.’” 

Leroy explained how he was able 


a fighter regardless of the stringency 
i the laws. Whenever he found a 
druggist who would sell him the drug 
in a consigerable quantity he said he 
secreted it beneath the rubber erasers 
on pencils. Just before the fighter 
stepped into the ring for his engage- 
ment, Leroy said he removed the rub- 
ber from the end of a .pencil and 
placed the tin end in the fighter’s 
nose. He then sniffed the drug and 
was réady for the fight. 

Not only did cocaine stimulate the 
fighter, but it made him quicker of 
movement and deadened him to the 
pain of his adversary’s blows. Some 
of the fighters Leroy said he had 
trained, though he did not assert he 
had given them cocaine, are Jack 
Johnson, Jimmy Britt, Mike Fiynn, 
Jack (Twin) Sullivan and Joe Tnom-

WALTER RULES 
AGAINST OAKS. 


Sustains Umpire Hildebrand 
in His Ruling. 


But Differs With Official as 


to the Facts. 


Vernon Relieved of Protest 
from Oakland. 


{BY DOTREcT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 18.—({Ex- 
clusive .Dispatch.) EB. WN. Walter, 
president of thé Oakland Club and 
acting president of the Pacific Coast 
Leakue in the absence of President 
Graham, has ruled against his own 
club in deciding a protest that was 
filed by Manager Harry Wolverton in 
the Oakland-Vernon game Saturday, 
June 30, in San Francisco. .

Umpire Hildebrand in his written 
report stated that it was his judgment 
that Cutshaw touched Stinson with- 
out having the bal) in his hand, end 
then called for interference. 

Acting President Walter says: 

. “While I believe from all the facts 
of the case that the umpire erred in 
his judgement of the play, I feel that 
under the rules I have not the power 
to sustain the protest, the umpire’s 
decisions on matters of judgment not 
being subject to reversal.” 


: “The president quotes sections 7 and 


8 of rule 56, relative to the rights of 
the base runner en the paths and de- 
clares that the umpire was evidently 

familiar with the provision of the 
rule because he says in his report,

as Walter afgues: “It is clear that the 
base runner should have made a de-/ 
tour,” 

The report closes as follows: 

“In my judgment the umpire should 
have called Stinson out for interfer- 
ence, but I do not feel that in a mat- 
ter of judgment I have power to re- 
verse. Further, the umpire laid much 
streas upon the condition of the score 
at the time that the play in question 
came up, but this should cut no figure 
in his ruling. An umpire should not 
be influenced in his judgment by the 
effect his decision will have on the 
outcome of the game.” 


TRY LIGHT STUFF 


|... FOR BEACH FISHING, 


Several loca! anglers have tried the 
Three-Four-Five tackle for beach 
casting, and find that under very fa- 
vorable conditiong the short rod gives 
good service. It calls for a quadruple 
reel in order to keep up slack on a 
fast incoming fish which happens to 
have a surge speeding in with him, 
and a little footwork often must sup- 
plement the most diligent attendance 
to reeling duty, else slack line will 
free the fish. 

The consensus of opinion is that 
the grass line employed will not do 
for the surf, however, and those 
anglers who use the four-ounce, five- 
foot rod are making a “Four-Five- 
Six" combination of it by working In 
a six-strand line, which is, well-bal- 
anced tackle. 

The limitations to tackle reduction 
in beach casting are the sinkers neces- 
sary to overcome the resistance of 
two baits in going through the alr. 
In a wind, this means not less than 
three ounces of lead. The only way 
to put it out with these little short 
rods is a eling-cast by whirling around 
the head; this pute all the centrifugal 
strain on the line, and a three-strand 
line, while it might ‘withstand the 
demands when new, soon frays in the 
sand wash and then would part. 

So far as handling the fish is con- 
cerned, the tackle is fully equal to 
the work in the hands of a first class 
rod-and-ree]l mechanic. Playing a 
resin or four pounder is indeed pretty 
work. 

The Three-Six tackle combination is 
ideal for beach casting; is light, com- 
fortable and efficient, and equal to 
whipping anything one is apt to en- 
counter, while at the same time, it 
will handle a three and one-half- 
ounce sinker when cast by an ex- 


Two baits are enough when fishing 
from the beach. Three can be used, 
however, on a Three-Six layout if one 
wishes to do so. 


: Under very favorable conditions of 


quiet water early in the morning and 
no current, it might be possible to 
work an ounce and a half pyramidal 
sinker, and the regulation threes 
strand, or seven and a half pound line, 
with two baits. This would be ideal 
surf fishing; and in hope of striking 


guch conditions a number of local ex-

While Gen. Johnston—who ranked 
Gen. Beauregard—was waiting at 
Piedmont, he received a message from 
Gen. Beauregard suggesting that he 
make a march to Aldie, and fall upon 
the rear of the Union army then at 
Centerville, while he, Beauregard, ad- 
vanced from Bull Run and assailed 
the Union army in the front. 

The plan was rejected by Gen. 
Johnston on the ground that it was 
impracticable to direct the movements 
of troops so far separated, in such 
a manner as to control their action 
on the field. 

Gen. Beauregard could only ac- 
quiesce in his superior’s decision, but 
he held to the view that such an at- 
tack would have resulted in victory. 

Meanwhile he was not without cause 
for worry. The authorities at Rich- 
mond had doubts of the success of 
the concentration of the two armies 
and wired Gan. Beauregard fifty years 
ago today that they did not think it 
practicable 

As the message was not an order 
to stop it Gen. Beauregard and Gen. 
Johnston, in view of the emergency, 
felt free to assume responsibility for 
continuing the movement. This de- 
cision was one of the measures of 
good fortune—added to the others 
mentioned that favored the Confed- 
erates as the battle drew near.
